NAPOLEON AND KOSSUTH. 

It begins to ooze out that Kossuth never expected 
much of Napoleon for his country. Three days before 
the peace, the Hungarian met the Emperor. Kossuth 
talked with the Emperor about two hours. His Majesty 
pretended to completely side with the revolutionary 
leader, to share all his views, to approve his plans ; in a 
word, to second him in everything. He induced Kossuth 
to speak with the utmost freedom, and to reveal all 
his projects, means and hopes. The Hungarian fell 
into the trap ; he spoke in sincerity, believing in the im- 
perial good faith which he thought dictated by the 
necessity and the circumstances of the time, as well as 
justified by the Milan proclamation. It is to be sup- 
posed that when the French Emperor learnt the extent 
of the revolutionary plans, and the resources with which 
they could be developed, he grew afraid. He did not 
alter his tone, however; but his face fell, his eyes 
changed their expression, and he played with cigarettes 
more than usual, and with a paper weight placed upon a 
strategical map of Lombardy lying folded Wupon 
the table. Then he spoke a few flattering 
words to Kossuth, and begged him to go and 
wait for final instructions in Milan, urging the 
necessity of his departing at once, in order that the 
interview might not be known. The hint was acted 
upon. Kossuth has fully understood ere this perhaps, 
the mystification cast upon him. Even when asked if 
he was pleased with the Emperor, he stammered out a 
few words and said. “ We shall neverdo anything with 
that man. All he thinks about is his own preservation.” 
There can be no doubt of the matter. Louis Napoleon 
has been terrified by the rovolutionary spectre the 
Hungarian chief had conjured up before him.---Clasgow

Mucxross Cuvurcn, KTLLARNEY.— The Earl of Powis 
has presented the Right Hon. Henry Arthur Herbert 
_ with a magnificent baptismal font, to be placed in a pretty 
little Episcopal Chapel, for some time past in course of 
erection at Muckross. The front is of Caen stone, beau- 
tifully and elaborately hewn. On the bowl and pedestal 
are numerous devices in leaves and flowers, and on the 
rim of the former is the presentation inscription in large 
raised letters. The building is now rapidly approaching 
to completion, and will be of great importance to the very 
Protestant neighbourhood in which it stands. The walls 
are composed of red and white marble indigenous to the soil 
of Muckross, which being roughly hammered forms a pleas- 
ing contrast to the fine limestone dressings with which the 
structure isornamented. The windowsare all of stained 
glass; the walls plainly plastered adark grey, withan open 
roof stained and varnished. The chancel! and aisle are 
about to be laid with encaustic tiles, and the pewing and 
other fixtures and fittings for the interior, which are of 
polished oak and mahogany, are in so forward a state of 
preparation that it is expected the edifice will be ready 
for consecration within the ensuing month. It will af- 
ford comfortable accommodation to upwards of one hun- 
dred and twenty persons; and the works are highly 
creditable to Mr. Lee, under whose able superinten- 
dence they have been executed. It is, however, much to 
be regretted that the exterior of the building is not in 
character with the beauty of the interior, nor with the 
magnificent scenery with which it is surrounded. 
The walls are too low, and not in proportion to the heavy 
pitch of the roof. The western gable, which faces 
the road and is surmounted by a simple belfry about 
forty feet high, contains only two small lancet windows, 
thereby exhibiting a large mass of heavy and unsightly 
mason werk. If one handsome ornamental window had 
been inserted in the gable it would have given the build- 
ing a far lighter appearance and rendered it much more 
attractive than it is at present. But the most unsightly 
object in the building remains to be noticed, viz.: the 
chimney shaft between the nave and chancel, which 
should be forthwith removed. This done, and the ample 
room for improvement made use of, by the erection of a 
neat tower and spire at the south-west angle, the Muck- 
ross Church would be a pleasing object of attraction in 
the midst of the gorgeous scenery with which its name 
is connected. We should have stated that the expense 
of building and endowing this chapel is defrayed jointly

EpucaTion IN [RELANp.—The annual report of the 
Commissioners of Education in Ireland, was printed 
yesterday, and ordered to be presented to parliament by 
command of her Majesty. The commissioners report 
that in consequence of representations made to them of 
the necessity for increased accommodation atthe royal 
schools of Enniskillen and Dungannon, they have 
within the past year expended considerable sams in 
making improvements in the buildings of these endow- 
ments, and that they have also undertaken sueh repairs 
and alterations as their funds would permit at tite royal 
schools of Armagh, Banagher, and Cavan ; and they 
further report that all these establishments may be 
considered as in a very satisfactory condition. The 
periodical returns furnished to the commissioners by 
the respective schoolinasters show that a course of in- 
struction more generally useful, and more suited to the 
requirements of the present time, has been adopted in 
most of the schools, and the commissioners express their 
belief that a very useful practical course of education 
is imparted to the pupils of the royal schools generally 
The royal scholarships founded by the commissioners in 
Trinity College, Dublin, they have reason to believe, have 
been productive of much good. They are obtained solely 
as rewards of merit aftera severe competitive examination 
and they became forfeited, should the holders fail in ob- 
taining in each year of their undergraduate course a 
eertain number of honours, as required by the rules. 
With reference to the diocesan schools and school-houses, 
the commissioners regret to be obliged to report that 
these schools and houses continue in the same unsatis- 
factory state; as they have from time to time felt it their 
duty to bring under the attention of the executive go- 
vernment. ‘The estates, which form the subject of the 
endowments of the respective royal schools are in a much 
more satisfactory condition than heretofore, especially. 
that of Enniskillen, where the commissioners hope soon 
to be able to establish another school for the benefit of 
the children of the tenantry.

DEATH aT A Dinner Partry.—An inguest was held 
by Mr. Brent, deputy coroner, on Tuesday, touching 
the death of Mrs. Eliza Harriet Perfect, aged: 57 years, 
at her late residence, No. 24, Porchester-terrace, Bays- 
water. The deceased wasthe wife of Mr. R. Pertect, 
formerly a member of Parliament. On Saturday last 
she attended a dinner patty given by General’ Sir Archi- 
bald Maclaine, at 68, Great Cumberland-place, Hyde 
Park, and shortly after she had taken her seat at the 
dinner table she appeared to be attacked with a fainting 
fit, and her head dropped on the shoulder of the next 
lady.

Surprise and consternation seized 
all present, and the body of the deceased’ lady was 
conveyed in her own carriage to her residence as 
above, where a post mortem examination was ‘performed.

SHOCEING DeatH or a MoTHER AND CHILD FROM 
Exnavustion.—Yesterday afternoon Mr. John Hum- 
phreys held an inquest at the Crown Tavern, Church- 
street, Hackney, respecting the deaths of Charlotte By- 
ford, aged forty-one years, and her male illegitimate off- 
spring, who died trom exhaustion and the want of 
medical assistance, under the following circumstances : 
—The evidence went to prove that the deceased female 
had been in the service of a lady at Hackney, but 
latterly she had taken lodgings with a friend, with whom 
she slept ; and it appears no one was aware that she was 
enciente. On Friday morning last she was left in bed, 
and subsequently she was discovered in a dying state, 
with the deceased child lying by her side lifeless. A 
medical gentleman was called in, but the mother ex- 
pired shortly after his arrival. The deceased woman had 
no doubt died from excessive loss of blood, and the infant 
from the want of proper surgical aid after~birth. Mr. 
George Frederick Giles, surgeon, deposed to making a 
post mortem examination on both bodies. ‘T't:e elder de- 
ceased had died from exhaustion, and the body was en- 
tirely bloodless. The child had no doubt been born 
alive, but death had arisen from the want of medical as- 
sistance. Both mother and child might have been saved 
if timely aid had been rendered. ‘The jury returned a 
verdict to the effect that the deceased female died from 
excessive hemorrhage at childbirth, but whether the 
child was born alive they had no evidence to prove.

CHERBOURG AND Portsmouru—If we wanted ¢ 
proof of the French zeal in naval matters (and there are 
a score forthcoming from any inguirer at once), it would 
be afforded by the familiar instance of Cherbourg. 
There we have, or rather they have, a kind of model 
modern dockyard, free from the faults of old ones, 
and rich in all that ought to be found in the new. It is 
much nearer to us than older French arsenals, is built 
in the smoothest part of the Channel, and on a scale 
suited to the most formidable preparations. Take 
Portsmouth and Plymouth dockyards, and you find that 
there is a great deal of time lost in corsequence of 
the departments being separate from each other ; where- 
as rigging, arming, and victualling all go on at Cher- 
bourg within thesame walls. In our ports abovenamed 
boats, lighters, buoys, keep endlessly moving through 
the yellow water (at the risk of wetting and 
otherwise damaging goods), while at Cherbourg every- 
thing is put on board from the warfs alongside 
which the ship lies. An so, of course, with coal- 
ing. Coal must be hoisted out ofa ship's hold, and thus
